MOSCOW (AP) - Three So- 


viet cosmonauts steered their 
space laboratory Salute into a 
higher orbit today to halt tem- 
porarily its gradual drop back 
to earth, Moscow radio report- 
ed. 


The maneuver, effected by 


firing rockets aboard the craft, 
was needed in order to keep the 
station aloft for a longer period 
of time. 


The 18-ton space station has 


been in earth orbit since April 
19, and has been gradually 
drifting down into the upper 
reaches of the earth's atmos- 
phere, where friction would dis- 
integrate it. 


The cosmonauts boarded the 


station Monday morning by 
crawling through a narrow pas- 
sageway from their Soyuz 11 
spaceship. 


Soyuz 11 was launched Sun- 


day morning and chased Salute 
through space for more than 26 
hours before catching up and 
docking with it. 


As of 1 p.m. Moscow time, or 


6 a.m. EDT, the Salute-Soyuz 
had circled the earth 21 times 
with the cosmonauts aboard, 
the Soviet news agency Tass 
said at midaftemoon.

Britain About 
to Enter 
Common Mart 


LUXEMBOURG

Britain has cleared a major 
hurdle in her bid to enter the 
European Common Market by 
agreeing to gradually end the 
pound sterling's role as a world 
reserve currency. 


Acceptance of the British 


pledge by the six Common 
Market 
countries 
was 
an- 


nounced Monday night after an- 
other long negotiating session 
with Guoffrey Rippon, Britain's 
Common 
Market negotiator. 


"We are prepared to envis- 


age an orderly and gradual 
rundown of official sterling bal- 
ances after our accession," 
Rippon said. 


As banker for the sterling 


bloc, Britain is the depository 
for more than $5 billion in cur- 
rency reserves of other nations. 
Common Market members felt 
that with Britain in the mone- 
tary union they hope to set up, 
they might be endangered if a 
run developed on the sterling 
reserves. 
In his presentation, 


Rippon also said that after be- 
coming a member Britain will 
be ready to discuss how to line 
up sterling with the economic 
and monetary union, targeted 
for 1980. 


Rippon

would be in line with Common 
Market practices on capital 
movements by 1978. This in- 
volves preferences given to 
sterling-area countries in bor- 
rowing in London.

has been held unconstitutional 
by a St. Louis County Circuit 
Judge. 


Judge Herbert Lasky, ruling

women of child-bearing age, 
called the state law unconstitu- 
tionally vague and indefinite.

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Blacks Seize 
Tennessee 
Voting Powerl 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) - 


Tennessee's eight black Demo- 
cratic legislators have taken 
advantage of a Republican- 
Democratic squabble to put to- 
gether the first effective black 
show of lawmaking power in 
modern times in the Deep 
South. 


The 
eight—six 
representa- 


tives and two senators—man- 
aged to take the balance of 
power in both houses of Ten- 
nessee's 87th General Assembly 
late in the session, which ended 
May 31. 


The rise of black power in 


the legislature was made pos- 
sible by the rise of Republican 
power. The Republicans, by 
claiming the governor's chair, 
43 House seats and 13 Senate 
seats, forced the narrowing 
Democratic majority to depend 
on the Negro lawmakers to 
pass party bills when con- 
servative Democrats balked. 


The Democrats needed 50 


votes to pass their party bills in 
the House and 17 in the Senate. 
The party could muster only 47 
votes without the six Negro 
House members and 16 without 
the black senators. 


In no other Southern state 


has the two-party system estab- 
lished itself to the point where 
the Democrats must rely on 
Negroes to maintain the party's 
position. And for the first time 
in Tennessee, the white Demo- 
cratic leaders openly admitted 
their need for the black votes. 


"One of the reasons the 


Democrats control the House 
and Senate is the black vote," 
Rep. Alvin King of Memphis, a 
Negro, told the House Demo- 
cratic caucus. 


Rep. Ned McWherter, the 


caucus chairman who is white, 
said '"we have to help Mr. 
King and his associates and we 
need your help, Alvin, this is a 
two-way street." 


McWherter led the battle to 


run 
through 
the 
reluctant 


House a series of bills to estab- 
lish a minimum wage, prohibit 
harassment by bill collectors, 
and to study discrimination. 


In the Tennessee"'Senate, 


where the repeal of capital pun- 
ishment—another 
Negro-spon- 


sored bill—had failed earlier in 
the year, Sen. Avon Williams, a 
Negro civil rights lawyer from 
Nashville, got passage of a res- 
olution which had the same ef- 
fect for at least two years.

NEW YORK (AP) - The le- 


gality of the U.S. military in- 
volvement and the conduct of 
the war in Vietnam was the 
subject of an illuminating two- 
hour discussion on the public 
broadcasting stations Monday 
night. 


The big questions debated 


were whether the United States 
was 
violating 
international 


rules of war and how far up the 
chain of command responsi- 
bility for war crimes com- 
mitted in the field should go. 


A large group of people with 


special relationship to the sub- 
jects—lawyers, professors of in- 
ternational law, veterans, a 
war correspondent 
and two 


men accused of war crimes- 
voiced opinions. 


The program 
format 
was 


vaguely like a trial. Telford 
Taylor, a prosecutor in the 
Nuernberg war crime trials 
and now a professor law, stated 
his opinions and the rest of the 
discussion swung around his 
thesis about the illegality of the 
U.S. posture. 


Taylor asserted—and there 


was general agreement—that 
nations are bound by decisions 
at Nuerbnerg about account- 
ability for crimes against peace 
and humanity. 


There 
was 
also 
general 


agreement that the rules of war 
relating to protection of civil- 
ians and humane treatment of 
prisoners are being violated. 
Some argued this was not delib- 
erate or ordered from the top. 
It was repeatedly pointed out 
that the guerrilla character of 
the conflict and the difficulty of 
telling friend from foe were 
partly responsible. There also 
seemed to be general agree- 
ment that responsibility for war 
crimes should be traced as high 
in the leadership echelons as 
there was evidence of malfea- 
sance. 


Robert 
MacNeil

over the session firmly. He po- 
litely cut off panelists who gen- 
eralized or moved away from 
the main themes.

WASHINGTON (AP) - If 


people think interest rates are 
going to go up, they'll go up. 


That is one economist's per- 


haps oversimplified 
view of 


why homebuyers are 
finding 


mortgagei interest rates creep- 
ing upward again. But it may 
be the best explanation of the 
movement baffling many eco- 
nomic experts. 


The law of supply and de- 


mand is being bent, if not bro- 
ken. There is plenty of money 
around to lend. Savings and 
loan associations, banks and in- 
surance companies are enjoy- 
ing record flows of cash. 


It is a classic situation that 


calls for downward pressure on 
rates, or at least stabilizing 
money costs. But the upward 
pressure is real. And the argu- 
ment that they're going up be- 
cause people say they are crops 
up in more sophisticated eco- 
nomic explanations. 


The pressure comes in the 


money markets, the 
high-fi- 


nance deals that most people 


remained on a gratifyingly im- 
personal plane with frequent 
rebuttals 
but without 
argu- 


ments. It was a cool, earnest 
inspection of a subject that usu- 
ally arouses emotions and tem- 
peratures. 


The subject is so huge that 


only its edges could be touched 
during the two hours. MacNeil

"Expectations of higher rates 


in the future," is how one gov- 
ernment economist explains the 
upward push on interest rates. 


Translated, that means mon- 


ey managers expect money will 
not be so plentiful a year from 
now, and conclude: 


Why lend money at cheaper 


rates now if they can get a bet- 
ter return for it next year? 


There may be some justifica- 


tion in that thinking. The econo- 
my went through a recession 
last year. Money was tight, in- 
terest rates high. And the eco- 
nomic recovery is still in its 
early stages. 


"Markets 
have swung so 


widely that financial managers 
are looking more to the fu- 
ture," says Preston 
Martin, 


chairman of the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board. 


One thing economists point to 


is a rise in the interest rates on 
long-term corporate bonds. 


This relates to housing in an 


indirect 
way—through 
in- 


vestors. They might shift their 
savings from mortgage lenders, 
for example, into corporate 
bonds which would serve to 
tighten the money available for 
housing. An increase in corpo- 
rate bond rates also affects 
mortgage interest rates through 
what is called the secondary 
mortgage market. 


The 
secondary 
mortgage 


market is handled by the Fed- 
eral National Mortgage Associ- 
ation, a private 
corporation 


that buys mortgages from len- 
ders to make more money 
available for lending. 


The association, known as 


Fannie Mae, buys these mort- 
gages at a discount which must 
be absorbed by someone, usual- 
ly the builder or seller. Some- 
times it is the buyer of a home, 
but no matter who pays, the 
discount translates into higher 
interest rates. 


Fannie Mae then does its own 


borrowing in the money mar- 
ket. It is out to make a profit. 


In recent weeks, the discount

has gone up dramatically. It 
has done so, sources say, be- 
cause of lenders' speculation. 


The speculation at first cen- 


tered on hope that mortgage in- 
terest rates would come down 
further. Brokers handling mort- 
gages at the high-finance level 
waited before cashing in a 
number of them through Fan- 
nie Mae. 


But interest rates bottomed 


out. The mortgage brokers who 
deal with Fannie Mae were 
caught. They tried to unload 
them quickly. A big, artificial 
demand was created for funds, 
pushing up interest rates. 


The discount of Fannie Mae 


dropped to a low 92 per cent on 
the hundred. 


Fannie Mae President Oakley 


Hunter said the government 
should relieve the situation by 
raising the ceiling on Federal 
Housing 
Administration 
and 


Veterans Administration loans, 
now at 7 per cent. 


But speculation is not the 


only reason advanced. When 
the economic recovery began 
this year, government econo- 
mists said, an expansive mone- 
tary policy by the Federal Re- 
serve brought down historically 
high rates. 


"They may have overshot 


their mark," or gone too low, 
said one. "Now, they may be 
finding a more stable level." 


But also involved in the situ- 


ation is that inflation will con- 
tinue to be a problem. If the 
central bank's easier money 
policies become too easy, the 
argument goes, inflation will 
accelerate again.

watching 
mortgage 
interest 


rates carefully, for an upward 
surge could damage President 
Nixon's goal of economic ex- 
pansion this year. 


Housing is being counted on 


to help lead the recovery, and 
higher 
interest rates 
could 


damage his goal of two million 
housing starts this year. 


The real estate industry has 


been capitalizing on the talk 
about interest rates going up, 
creating a "buy now" psy- 
chology.

WASHINGTON (AP) — La- 


bor lawyers disagreed whether 
a new Supreme Court ruling 
will help to unsnarl railroad in- 
dustry bargaining that has re- 
sulted in three nationwide 
strikes and a rash of near 
walkouts in recent years. 


"It's 
a whole new ball 


game," said an attorney for the 
United 
Transportation 
Union 


which won the decision allow- 
ing selective strikes to force 
nationwide wage settlements. 


"It just muddies the waters," 


said a rail industry attorney. 


"It doesn't change a thing," 


said a government lawyer. 


At first blush, Monday's Su- 


preme Court action appeared to 
give rail unions vast new power 
by allowing them to pick out a 
few railroads to strike. The 
closed-down lines thus would be 
in a poor competitive situation. 


The high court declined to re- 


view—and thus left in effect—a 
Court of Appeals decision that 
the union can strike selectively 
under certain conditions. 


But the appeals court also 


had said the railroads still may 
have the right to lock out work- 
ers on all railroads in retali- 
ation. Such action could precip- 
itate a nationwide crisis and in- 
tervention by Congress which 
the unions have sought to avoid 
by using the selective shutdown 
tactic. 


"They could impose a nation- 


al lockout if necessary to de- 
fend the principle of national 
bargaining," said the Court of 
Appeals. 


But in a footnote, the court 


said "in case of doubt, carriers 
should apply to the court for 
authorization to institute lock- 
outs." 


Hence, the rail attorney's de- 


scription of the situation as 
muddy. 


Union attorneys said, how- 


ever, the court rulings put the 
onus on the railroad industry, 
rather than the union, to stage 
a nationwide shutdown.

Blacks Meet 
With Bumpers 
in Protest 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - A 


group of blacks held a rally 
Monday on the steps of the 
state Capitol to protest the 
Vietnam war and to air black 
grievances. Following the rally 
the group talked with Gov. 
Dale Bumpers about the plight 
of Negroes in Arkansas. 


The Rev. Roy Laird of Cottonr 


Plant reported to those who had 
attended the rally that while 
Bumpers was "very smypathet- 
ic to the cause of our problems, 
he was evasive in saying what 
he intended to do about it." 


Laird, a black who is direc- 


tor of Community Organization 
Builds 
Absolute 
Teamwork, 


said that Bumpers must realize 
that when he fails to communi- 
cate with poor blacks 
and 


whites, "he's asking for riots 
all over the state of Arkansas." 


Laird and the Elder Ezra 


Greer of Earle said Bumpers 
asked the group to submit to 
him a proposal covering such 
items as jobs, education, health 
and welfare for poor whites and 
blacks. 


Bumpers told newsmen later 


that the conference was "a 
fairly pleasant meeting." He 
said the conversation principal- 
ly was about jobs for poor per- 
sons. 


He said he expressed concern 


and the steps that his adminis- 
tration was doing to develop 
training for the poor. 


During the rally, Greer said: 


"This is just the first of a long, 
hot summer. There ain't no 
'house nigger' going to stop no 
•field nigger' from coming to 
town."

Wis., said Monday he will re- 
quest the public accounting 
from Treasury Secretary John 
B. Connally, who cautioned that 
Lockheed's financial survival 
could be seriously threatened if 
Congress delays action more 
than 40 days on a $250-million 
loan guarantee. 


The Treasury secretary dis- 


agreed repeatedly Monday with 
Proxmire's contention a Lock- 
heed rescue would undermine 
the free-enterprise system and 
set a bad precedent for other 
troubled corporations. 


"We sometimes kid ourselves 


that this is a free-enterprise 
system," Connally told the Sen- 
ate Banking Committee, "but it 
isn't all that free." 


As the nation's largest de- 


fense contractor, he said, Lock- 
heed has enormous cash needs 
which stretch or exceed the ca- 
pacity of America's banks. 


Connally said a Lockheed 


bankruptcy might seriously im- 
pair the nation's economic re- 
covery. 


The immediate consequences, 


he said, would be scrapping 
Lockheed's TriStar airbus proj- 
ect, the commercial equivalent 
of its costly Air Force C5 trans- 
port, with layoffs of tens of 
thousands of workers.

investment,

would lose hundreds of millions 
of tax dollars and completion of 
Lockheed's defense 
contracts 


would be in doubt, Connally 
said.

ported its first quarter earnings 
for the first quarter of 1971 
were $8.3 million, or 73 cents a 
share. Earnings for the first 
quarter last year amounted to 
$5.1 million; 45 cents a share. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 


radar intercept officer who is tlie 
sole survivor of a collision bet- 
ween two planes that killed 50 
persons says the commercial 
airliner hit the military craft he 
was aboard. 


"After impact—th airliner hit 


us—we tumbled violently four or 
five times," 1st Lt. Christopher 
Schiess, 24, of Salem, Ore., told a 
news conference Monday. He did 
not 
elaborate.

parachuted from the Marine F4 
Phantom jet Sunday night after 
the collision with a Hughes Air 
West DC9 jet. 


The twin-engine Air West jet, 


carrying 44 passengers and a 
crew of five, exploded and 
burned in a dive from 12,000 feet 
after the collision. 


The wreckage, at the bottom 


of a 2,000-foot-deep gorge, yield- 
ed the bodies of 22 persons 
Monday, three of them chil- 
dren. 


The body of the F4 pilots, 


whose named was not revealed, 
was found in the fighter plane, 
crashed a mile away. 


The bodies are being taken 


by helicopter to a temporary 
morgue on a baseball field in 
the town of Duarte' five miles 
away. The crash site is in a 
barely accessible part of the 
jagged San Gabriel Mountains 
about 25 miles northeast of Los 
Angeles.

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FDA May 
Require 
Safety Proof

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Food and Drug Administration 
says it may require makers of 
new metallic and drug-treated 
contraceptives for women to 
prove the devices are safe and 
effective. 


The proposal has thrown into 


doubt one firm's plans to begin 
marketing this summer a cop- 
per birth control device de- 
scribed as safer than other in- 
trauterine devices and nearly 
as effective as pills. 


Researchers in Sweden, Peru 


and the United States have said 
the new copper device appears 
to overcome the disadvantages 
of both the Pill and older in- 
trauterine devices, popularly 
called lUD's. 


Dr. Thomas P. Carney, sen- 


ior vice president of research 
and development of G.D. Searle 
& Co., said his firm will submit 
evidence to the FDA on the 
safety and effectiveness of its 
copper and plastic Cu-7 device. 


The FDA won't issue until 


next month a final ruling on 
whether the safety and efficacy 
issues must be answered. Then 
the agency would start consid- 
ering whether the evidence sub- 
mitted by the drug makers is 
adequate. 


Such a decision 
probably 


would delay Searle's earlier 
marketing plans for several 
months at least. 


A California firm, Alza Corp., 


has announced it hopes to mar- 
ket in about two years a once- 
a-year IUD which slowly re- 
leases hormones into the body. 


Dr. Philip Walter of the FDA 


said scientists know that copper 
and other metals absorbed into 
the body can cause nerve dam- 
age and other side effects, and 
hormones are recognized can- 
cer-causing agents. But wheth- 
er the dosages involved with 
the new devices are dangerous 
remains to be seen, Walter 
said.
